Hey,

Of course, I don't believe all the 599 signal 
reports, but that's just lazy contesters with programmed memories in their 
keyers. Signals on both 20 and 40 were strange. Lots of weak signals, with 
an occasional one that would have you grabbing for the RF gain control 
before the ears blew. Funny thing, I had better luck working the weaker 
ones than I did with the S9++++++ ones. Guess when they put the amplifier 
on, they blow the front end out of the receivers. (Just kidding, but it 
sure seems that the guys running high power are all alligators. You know, 
"All mouth and no ears", just like some VHF repeaters I know. 


All-in-all, it was a fun afternoon. Sunshine, cool breeze, temperature 
about 75F and breezy enough the bugs stayed away. Did have to lash the 
SD-20 to the picnic table cover to keep my gutter nail mount from blowing 
over. Can't wait till next month to do it again. Whoever came up with the 
idea for a casual QRP field day each month was right on. No rules - make up 
your own!

Dave - You ask some good questions. 


A resonant dipole in free space will have an input impedance of about 70 
Ohms. If you haven't taken a Physics course. free space is the lack of 
everything, ground, atmosphere, ionosphere, people, measuring devices and so 
on. It makes discussions easier and lets us concentrate on the Physics. If 
we introduce a ground below the dipole, the ground becomes part of the 
antenna system. It will couple to the antenna, it will become part of the 
antenna, it will radiate, and the impedance of the dipole feed point will 
change due to this coupling. Close to ground the antenna impedance is 
dominated by ground losses. The impedance of the dipole will vary between 
about 40 Ohms and 100 Ohms with a period of about a half wave as the antenna 
is raised above the ground. High above earth it trends toward the free space 
value of 70 Ohms. There is a good discus ion of this in the ARRL Antenna 
Book. 


You are correct in assuming that the dipole is a balanced antenna and should 
be fed with balanced feed line. Coax is not a balanced feed line. A one to 
one balun will remedy the situation. There are some situations of feeding a 
balanced antenna with an unbalanced line where a balun is not required, but 
in general it is good engineering practice to include one wherever a 
balanced to unbalanced transition is made. 


Simple one to one baluns are easy to make. The ARRL ANtenna Book and the 
Handbook both include instructions on making a simple balun from coiled 
coax. These are effective for feeding dipoles with coax. W1VT suggests 
winding a dozen turns of RG-58 (not the foamed version) on an FT-140-43 core 
to make an effective balun. Other recipes abound. 


A good reference to get started on baluns is "Baluns, What they Do and How 
they Do It" by Roy Lewallen, W7EL, in "Antenna Compendium One", an ARRL 
publication. This will discuss the current vs. voltage balun issue. Both 
balun types transform impedance. 


Now we can feed the dipole with balanced feedline. 70 Ohm balanced feed line 
has fallen out of favor and is hard to obtain these days. 300 Ohm and 450 
Ohm feed line are readily available though. We can feed the dipole with 
these. The SWR will be high, but the losses will be relatively low due to 
the lower loss nature of the balanced lines over commonly used coax. This 
use requires a tuner in most applications, but has the advantage that it can 
now be used on more than one band, and if used with a low loss tuner it will 
be reasonably efficient on bands where it is at least a quarter wavelength 
long or longer. 


One can handle the transition from the balanced antenna/feed line 
combination to 50 Ohm coax in several ways. The best approach, at least from 


a low loss standpoint, is to use a balanced tuner such as Z-match, Johnson 
Matchbox, or link coupled tuner. One can use a balun as well. The 
transmission line acts like a transformer, so the impedance that is seen at 
the input will rarely be the characteristic impedance of the transmission 
line. A 1:1 balun can be used here as well, and is preferred to the 4:1 
balun. The bead balun described in the Handbook will be satisfactory as will 
one based on a ferrite core. 


The main problem with using a 4:1 balun arises with low impedances, such as 
presented by short antennas. Most antenna tuners are inefficient at matching 
low impedances and the 4:1 balun makes it worse. 


In practice, at the fundamental resonant frequency of the antenna with 
typical feeder lengths, the losses of a balanced feeder based antenna system 
are not too much different than those from an antenna system fed with a 
matched coaxial line. The additional losses introduced by a balun and 
antenna tuner, while small are roughly equal to the additional losses in the 
coaxial feed line. 


Balanced feed line is not inherently lower loss than coaxial feed line. The 
driving factor is the impedance of the feed line, with higher impedance feed 
lines having lower losses. That is the reason for lower losses with the 
balanced feed line used by hams, the higher impedance, not the fact that it 
is balanced. 


If you don't have a handbook, you should get one. No ham that is curious 
should be without one. Many large bookstores carry them, or can order them 
for you. Or order direct from the league. If you can't afford a new one, 
used ones are commonly available at hamfests. The older ones deal with 
issues like these just as well (sometimes better) than do the newer ones. If 
you can't afford to buy a handbook, your local library likely has a copy or 
can get one for you through interlibrary loan. The ARRL Antenna Book is less 
widely available, but bookstores should be able to get you one, or again you 
can order it from the ARRL, or through interlibrary loan. If you are asking 
these types of questions, you should really own a handbook. Then you can ask 
better questions. :4)=

One of the first decision points for your question is whether you are using 
the dipole as a single band or a multi-band antenna. You implied single 
when you said it's a 50 ohm antenna. 


That being the case, your point about the convenience of coax is well made 
and you should use coax and a choke type balun. The fairly minor mismatch 
and resulting SWR from deviating from resonance to the band edges isn't 
going to cause significant loss. For most practical situations, it will 
take a pretty huge SWR to cause problems with increased loss in coax. 


For the type of choke balun, the one with multiple ferrite beads or sleeves 
over a length of coax, or coax taking multiple turns through a larger 
ferrite donut, seems easiest. The type where you wind a choke with the coax 
maybe be cheapest. Well, maybe just as easy too. The debate of solenoid 
wound (parallel turns on the two liter Coke bottle) versus scramble wound 
has generated a lot of heat. Suggest a search of the 
rec.radio.amateur.antenna newsgroup using Google to increase both your 
wisdom and level of confusion. 


Using a dipole as an all-band antenna may cause some super high SWR and 
serious losses on some bands, so the ladder line is a good idea there. 
Careful choice of the length for multiple bands can make using coax still 
OK, if you avoid extreme SWRs. Not sure what's extreme, but 7:1 might be OK 
and 80:1 almost certainly is not. 


The 4:1 balun is seldom going to have usefulness, since you're not likely to 
come up with an antenna with feedpoint resistance in the vicinity of 200 


ohms. With ladder line, do your balancing act, if you feel the need, with a 
balanced tuner. 


Verdict: Coax is easier. Ladder line looks cooler.

Here are the 
rules for MQFD: 


1. Find a place out of the house (your backyard will do) that you can 
operate and still be classified as being in field operation. Operate out 
in the open, or from a field type of shelter, ie: tent, camper, cabin, 
cave, picnic shelter, hollow log etc, you get the picture. 


2. Setup your qrp "field station" (qrp rig on non commercial power with 
field antenna) in location found in rule #1. 


3. Operate 5 watts or less on CW, 10 watts or less on SSB, and 5 watts 
or less for the digital modes. 


4. Decide on the time frame that you want to operate (Saturday only or 
all weekend) and then do it !

6. Keep a log, and let everyone know how well you did after the event. 

And, be sure and tell us about any special equipment you used to get the 
task done, or new ideas you came up with to make field operation better 

and easier. 


7. Get on the air and make QSO's ! A QSO shall consist of 2 or more 
stations exchanging information such as call signs, names, signal 
reports, location, club affiliation, technical jargon, general chit chat, 
and last but not least, state the fact that you are participating in the 
event to let others know about it. 


8. Scheduling qso's before the event via email, snail mail, smoke 
Signals etc is encouraged, scheduling qso's via 11 meters is strictly 
forbidden ! 


9. NO CONTEST TYPE QSO'S ALLOWED - PERIOD ! This is a get out of the 
house and relax event and is not to have the high stress environment of a 
contest involved. Hey ! You asked for rules, so don't blame me ! 


10. Now, you've got everything setup and ready to operate, just sit 
back, relax and enjoy Amateur Radio like you've never done before. You 


can have normal conversation via radio can't you ? AH go ahead and try 
anyway ! You might just like it. 


There you have it, the official rules for MQFD. To be operated the last 
Saturday or entire weekend of each month, starting at midnight (your 
local time) the last Friday of the month, and ending midnight (your local 
time) the last Sunday of the month, operator chooses his own time. 

Anyone that breaks these rules will imediately cease to sleep good at 
night due to the guilt, and your babies will be born naked and toothless 
! And, if you don't forward this to at least 10 qrp'ers that are not on 
this list, your swr will automatically rise to a point that your final 
will blow !

I have a number of 32768Hz crystals that have been removed from various 
pieces of equipment, some of them working. 


However, I've been unable to make any of them work using standard 
oscillator configurations that I know work with higher frequency 


crystals. 


The typical application note that mentions these crystals suggests using 


a CMOS (inverting) gate, biased into its linear range with a large 
resistor between output and input. A small resistor connect from output 
to one side of the xtal, the other side of the xtal going to the input. 
Both sides of the xtal connect via small caps (typically 6-15pF) to 
ground. 


Using a 74HC gate with 200k feedback resistor, 220 ohm output resistor, 
and 12pF caps, this works happily with random xtals from the box (5MHz, 
7MHz etc); but when I connect any of the small cylindrical xtals there 
is no sign of life. 


What am I doing wrong? Must be having a blind spot, since the setup is 
so simple.

Those cylindrical xtals are very different from AT cutting, their series 
resistor values (xtal loss) are much higher than standard HC18/49 xtals. 


So, try other value of feedback resistor such as 470k or 1M. 


Very high input impedance and gain are required for oscillator amplifier. 


I don't have any suggestions for capacitor values, so some trials will be 
needed.

Steve, N7BVY, and myself decided this was too good 
an idea to not participate. After some planning, 
we rendezvoused at the Tiger Mountain trailhead 
just East of Issaquah, WA at 9 AM. The 
destination was the 2522 foot (lowest) summit of 
Tiger Mountain, a foothill of the Cascades just 
East of Seattle. Although it is a small mountain 
compared to most out here, the 3 mile walk with 
about 2000 feet climb was all we wanted to do with 
the heavy packs we carried! Crazy guys! 


The day dawned crystal clear and slightly cool. 
We've been having a run of perfect fall weather 
for a week now. The big problems were how to stay 


hydrated and cool and out of the sun. The biggest 
conundrum was knowing that evening grayline was 
probably the best band conditions, and that during 
midday there was going to be little action on 40M 
(its not like you folks back East are used to!) 
and 20M would be mediocre. After a lot of sweat 
we arrived at the top at noon and, having our 
priorities in order, immediately found a shady 
area in the trees and set about lunch. 


As well as lunch, water, and hiking essentials, we 
carried up my 40M homebrew station (separate 
superhet RX, VFO TX, and 5 watt amp), my old HW-7, 
a 5 AH and a 7 AH battery, a couple keyers, a 
couple homebrew tuners, my SWR meter (with its 4 
1/2 inch meter in a box larger than any 
respectable QRP rig!), multiple headphones, a 
couple homebrew EFHWA antenna kits, clip leads, a 
resistive SWR bridge, another SWR meter, a DMM, 
coax patch cords, tools, etc. There weren't many 
things we didn't have two of, but we were thinking 
possibly of getting both stations up at the same 
time, although that didn't happen. 


The trees were short and dense, so it was an easy 
decision to string the end-fed half wave wire 
through some low branches at about the 8 foot 
level. A helpful rock and ten foot piece of cord 
assisted. (Yeah, that's not much of an antenna, 
but its probably better than what I have at home!) 
An 8 to 10 foot piece of wire was tossed on the 
ground behind us as the counterpoise. It tuned on 
40 perfectly and also tuned well on 20M, so we 
never strung up the 20M EFHWA wire. 


40M had just a teensy bit of background noise but 
no signals at all. (And I know for a fact the 
band is open, just nobody there - come on guys!) 
So we fired up the HW-7 on 20M. With the low 
noise level it was devilishly hard to peak the 
preselector until I stumbled into the TQP guys 
around 14050. Several of them were quite strong, 
and we called and called to no avail. Then ...a 
CQ! ALF, who I answered but sort of botched the 
call due to problems with the skin resistance 
keyer paddle. And he came back on the first 

call - Bethel AK! YES! Not bad for about 2 watts 
into a piece of wire. One more contact was made 


with a strong W7 station who turned out to be in 
Tacoma WA, line of sight from our antenna. But 
try as we might, we couldn't raise any of those 
Pesky Texans. So we switched rigs again and tried 
40M. Steve made an armchair copy QSO with an OR 
station (NVIS propagation). More CQs but no 
answers. At 3:30 PM the band was obviously just 
starting to come to life - even a Texas station or 
two peaking above the noise - but it was time to 
pack up and head down. Those who backpack 
understand that going down isn't necessarily any 
easier or less tiring than going up, just a bit 
faster! 


We didn't hear any other QRPers or MQFDers. We 
did notice the RTTY contest though. And we 
noticed the TQP. We didn't make a lot of QSOs, 
but thought it was pretty neat that we did get set 
up there and have a few QSOs. Had a lot of 
curious people looking over our setup and asking 
what we were doing. Does that get 100 points 
extra credit? Proof of concept. Next time we 
just need 30 lbs less apiece in the packs! 


We think this is a great idea and will try to 
participate in the future. Thanks for the 
inspiration!

Got a number of helpful responses on this one. 


The secret turned out to be that the resistor between the output of the 
gate and the appropriate capacitor to ground has to provide some phase 
shift for the circuit to oscillate at the correct frequency. Using a 
10M biasing resistor, and a 330k output resistor, together with the 
original capacitor values made the circuit work at 32768Hz. 


This is using one gate of a 74HC86 with the spare input tied high. 
Several people suggested using a 4000 series CMOS gate. Probably a good 
idea, since the 'HC86 does want to oscillate at various other 
frequencies, some of them VHF! 


With the values I tried, the circuit is somewhat marginal (takes a few 
seconds to come up to full amplitude with one crystal I tried), so I 
would counsel some investigation before using 'my' values. 


Once again, a great response from this terrific list (and also solved my 
mystery:)).

As a newbie (only unleashed on HF since the removal of the Morse requirement 
in July), I'd appreciate a steer please on whether anyone over this side of 
the Atlantic takes part, particularly using SSB. I listened on 15 m and 
although I had the seawater on the wrong side of me, North Americans were 
booming in during the Scandinavian contest, but (as always) I seemed to be 
the only QRP station around. Worked QRO stations OH, OHO, SM, W2, CU though 
- another nice comment (from W2) 'a couple of weeks ago I worked someone who 
was only running 25 watts, but 5 watts into New Jersey is amazing!'. Heard 
but missed HS, XE, W7, ZS... 


A little info about me - former 2 m DXer (and will return next year) with 
particular interest in propagation, thought it would be a good way to get my 
head around HF propagation by attempting DXCC QRP on SSB. So far so good, 
with 27 entities including V51 (strangely also v strong on 15 m today), UN, 
PY - two QSOs exceeding 1000 miles per watt. I only work QRP when /P - with 
FT-817 and range of antennas from wires to (testing this weekend) Force 12 
Sigma 40-XK. Living on an island, I use beaches and cliffs with sea 
take-offs to assist. Home QTH work QRO (100 W) because I live at the bottom 
of a deep valley with high downs to E, S and W :-( Oh - and I am learning 
Morse now, just to be contrary and to aim for the second hundred entities on 
CW. 


I hope to be working QRP from a beach with a N-E seawater take-off during 
next weekend's Oceania contest, probably using the Force 12 vertical again. 
If anyone wants to arrange a sked then or at any other time (weekends 
preferred) please email me. I'd just love some two-way QRP QSOs...

>I have a number of 32768Hz crystals that have been removed from various 
>pieces of equipment, some of them working. 

> 

>However, I've been unable to make any of them work using standard 
>oscillator configurations that I know work with higher frequency 
>crystals. 


I find that I have to use a large (.001u) cap on the input side of the xtal 
to make it oscillate with the inverter circuit. And it takes a looong time 
to start..
